THE NEW WAGON ROAD TO VAN 
WINKLE, 



As tlio spring season is now about to open, 
and men liavo already commenced to wend 
tliolr way to tiie tipper country in consider- 
able numbers, ii is only proper that we 
should know what are ihti prospects for labor 
in British Columbia this year. The question 
ol an abundance or BCarcity of employment is 
one whloh of course intimately concerns u 
large number nf our population who desire to 
try the mines this year. Last year the lonj; 
line of road Ironi Lillooet to Alexandria and 
pjf tiuns 1 of the river route wcra the means ol 
enabliug many a poor man to replenish his 
purse to a very considerable extent, and to 
keep earning money till the dry season iu the 
mines enabled them to prospect with a belter 
chanco of success. Many were thus enabled 
to secure good claims. Although the roads 
just mentioned will likely bo carried through 
very early this season, yet there will always 
be morn or less work on them in keeping 
them in repair. But fortunately men will not 
be obliged to depend solely upon thu lower 
roads for employment. If too Government 
of British Columbia only manage the matter 
properly tho new wagon road between Alex- 
andria and Van Winkle, which it is proposed 
to construct Ibis year, may be made to dn 
good service iu furnishing Inbir for those de- 
siring it. In order, however, that this may 
bo done to tho greatest advantage, it will bi 
necessary for the Government to insist upon 
the work bsine; commenced immediately an I 
carried through as s ion as possible. The tirm 
for receiving tenders for the work expired 01 
the twenty-eighth of last month. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that no time 
will ha lost in completing tho necessary con- 
tracts for the work, so that it may be pro- 
ceeded with at once. There is no reason 
why this should not be done. The road, or 
at lenst a portion of it, is of such a descrip- 
tion as will admit of its being com- 
menced without any delay. Between Alex- 
andria and the month of the Qucsnelle, little 
more will bo required to make a very lair 
road than the construction of a few bridges 
and good culverts. These can bo dono al- 
most 03 well at present as at any otlie 
season of the year. From the mouth of th 
Qucsnelle into Van Winkle, the lino ol roa 
will run nearly altogether through a limber 
country. Now, although the snow may in this 
district lie upon the ground for some time to 
come, it will form no obstacle to tho opera 
tions of axe-men in cuttiug down and re- 
moving the trees covering the track. In fact, 
in the Eastern Provinces winter is the season 
iu which nearly all the timber cutting is done 
Tho advantage, too, of early clearing the line 
of road will at once be obvious, when we 
come to consider its bearing upon travel and 
accommodation for minors. Cood houses of 
accommodation would be immediately erect- 
ed, and ranches taken up and cultivated a 
along the new road. The cutting down of the 
forest, by exposing the ground to the sun, 
would have the effect, also, of rendering the 
ground much sooner fit for travel than would 
otherwise be the case. 

But it is said that there appears to be no 
disposition on the part of contractors to ten- 
der for tho work, upon similar terms to those 
upon which the lower roads have been made; 
that is, for the right to collect tolls. If this 
bo the case, nothing remains (or the Govern- 
ment but to take some other course ol action. 
Tho road must bo constructed, whoever does 
it. It is absolutely necessary for the successful 
development ol our mines, that the upper 
country shall be no longer dependent upon 
the supplies furnished by pack trains only. 
Without a good wagon road into the mines, 
it will be impossible to have provisions there 
at any reasonable price. If private compa- 
nies nre not willing to undertake the road, 
tho Government must do it. The paltry ex- 
cuse of want of funds, so often urged as a 
reason for not carrying on many works re- 
quired by the country, will not do here. There 
ii plenty of money to be had, if it is only put 
to its legitimate use. There is no reason 
why the Government could not construct tho 
road, and pay the expenses by levying tolls, 
the same as the contractors of tho lower road 

bare done. 

POLITICAL DUTIES. 



Wo, of this Colony, cannot keep too often 
before our minds the fact of the great neces- 
sity there exists of every man who has nu in- 
terest in the country's welfare taking nn 
activo part iu seeing that the proper stamp 
of men are returned as representatives in 
our House of Assembly. There is too much 
dangqr in a money-seeking, "pile-making'' 
population like ours of theso mailers being 
left entirely to a few politicians. The ma 
jority arc so absorbed in their private pursuits 
that they think liltlo upon what crnccrns 
them — die', thoy only reflect upon it — as much 
as any other object of their attention. It 
surely can be a mutter of no small moment 
to the public, that the affairs of the Colony 
should bo so managed as best to advance Its 
interests. Every man of principle desires that 
our taxes should bo judiciously expended ; 
that such laws as may bo necessary (or the 
good government of the country should bo 
enacted. But it will not likely bo done if 
weak, incapable or designing men are chosen 
to represent tho public interest in parliament. 
We must choose our Representatives upon 
prutty much the same principles ns we would 
be influenced by in selecting an agent to 
manngo our private affairs. If honesty, abili- 
ty, energy and experience are requisite in the 
agent of a private individual, how much 
greater need is there for these qualities in 
one whose duty it will be to act on behalf 
of the whole community. The misconduct of 
tho one may effect only a single member of 
society, Mid him temporarily ; but tho evil ef- 
fects of improper action on tho part of our 
parliamentary representatives would perhaps 
be felt by the whole country— ii might be for 
years. To avoid this evil it only requires that 
our electors should all take an uctive part in 
the forthcoming elections, and that they be 
Influenced by no other considerations in giv- 
ing their votn than of electing tho men every 
way best qualified to manage lhoir affairs for 
tho next three years.

Bp.sacii of TnuiT. — Joe, a Fort Rupert 
Iudian, who has often proved so useful an 
fluent lo the. police in fcrretting out porsoni- 
engaged in the nefarious traffic of supplying 
liipior to the unlives, was charged in the IV 
lici) Court ycstorJuy moruing by Stephen 
Lambert with stealing from his house. Th* 
complaint was that the prisoner hail fulled to 
deliver three dollars and a key, which had 
been entrusted to him to convoy to a Mr. 
Miller. The accused said that he had got 
drunli and lost the mouey, which was not n 
BUiTioiOIll amount to be worth stealing, and 
that he was prepared to repay it. Mr. Miller 
then saiil that he wished to prefer a charge 
of stealing against the accused, lie stated 
that only a lew days ago he left his wifu in 
the house dangerously ill, with only the In- 
dian present, while he himself was absent a 
short time. On his return, he found his wife 
dead, and he had reason to believe that the 
prisoner, after her decease, had robbed her 
person of a handkerchief and the premises ol 
several articles, In order that inquiry might 
be made into the new charge, Mr. Pcmherton 
remanded the prisoner for one day, that a 
search might bo instituted by the police for 
the discovery of the stolen property. 

BOTE Inlet — In our advertising columns 
appears an address to such of the public as 
may feel inclined to tako shares in the Bute 
Inlet Company, of which there are a low still 
in the market. The following very nattering 
calculation, though a rough one, has been 
supplied to us, which any one may exa- 
mine and test its correctness, viz.: " During 
tub case of Orantord v. Wright, it was 
asserted that 800 tons ol fi eight pa«sed 
over the Lillooet route during Ihe month of 
July or August; and that route is only one ol 
the two routes to the mines.

The total capital of 
the company would not exceed 5220,000, 
making every allowance for keeping the road 
in repair nnd incidental expenses lor ten 
years." If this eslimato is eunect, the re- 
turns promise to lie very handsome. Wo 
trust, lor the sake ol Mr. Waddington, who 
has been almost alone in the enterprise, that 
it may yield as rich a return as this estimate 
jeems to imply. 

The Parcels Dm. i very Company. — It was 
stated in a communication which appeared 
in the columns of our cotemporary yesterday 
morning that this company was defunct. We 
have the best authority for giving a most de- 
cided negative to such on uncalled-for and 
groundless statement as that alluded to. In- 
stead of the company being defunct, it i9 
in a. prosperous condition, and tho business 
has so lar exceeded tho anticipations which 
were formed by the projectors of the scheme, 
that it is the intention of the company to ex- 
tend its operations before long to British Co- 
lumbia. So much fur the reliability of this 
veracious correspondent. 

Gratifying. — We arc glad to be able to 
state that ere long the Union Hook and Lad- 
der Company, which was supposed to be on 
Ihe decline, will receive a large accession of 
effective members. We understand that 
about twenty recruits will be proposed at the 
next general meeting, and that more hove ex- 
pressed their intention ol applying for admit- 
tance. This favorable reaction is said to have 
been created by an impression which exists 
that during the next session of the Legisla- 
ture an Act to exempt active firemen from 
juiy duly will be passed.

N. Int., 122° 30' W. long. She will soon be 
ready to commence her trips, vvh'eli will be 
regularly made between Alexandria and , 
Cottonwood. 

New Copper Boiler. — A new copper boiler 
has just been finished by Mr. J. S, Drum- 1 
moml, of Yates street, for Messrs. Elliott & j 
Stuart, of the Lion Brewery. It is capable I 
of holding six hundred gallons, and is the 
largest ever manufactured in this city. Tho | 
constantly increasing demand for the Pale 
Ale produced at the Lion Brewery, has ren- 
dered the pulling up ol this additional cop- 
per a mailer of necessity. This speaks well 
lor home manufactures. 

Tub Appeal. — Charles t'ornbloom was 
yesterday brought by tho jailor on a writ of 
habeas coqms beforu Chief Justice Cameron. 
The documents, however, presented lo the 
Court proved only lo be copies instead of the 
originals. The learned judge administered a 
severe reprimand to the jailor, which, no 
doubt, was deserved by some one above him, 
and adjourned the consideration of Ihe plea 
until tin-, morning. 



Ho! for Cahidoo. — By the steamer En- 
terprise yesterday morning, the first grand 
exodus of the seeson took place Irom this 
city fo- the mines. Not much below two 
huu 10 1 men were on buard and with tho 
crowd on the wharf at the departure of the 
vessel, the scene al the time was exciting in 
tho highest degree. The " boys" were nil in 
tho best of spirits going away, and those 
left behind seemed eager for the timo to 
anivo when they will lake their departure. 
We noticed several business men and packers 
^oing up to prepare for the season's trade. 
We fear that may who starlcd yesterduy will 
regret leaving so* soon, as it is much loo early 
for men to'go in large bodies to ihe mining 
localities- A month hence will bo quite 
time enough for those who intend prospect- 
ing to leavo Victoria. A {rcntluman whose 
pecuniary interest it would servo for large 
numbers' lo crowd into Williams Creek at 
present, has expressed his decided conviction 
that those who attempt going up now with 
out ample means al iheir disposal must sutler 
severe privations by their loo great haste to 
reach the Eldorado of their hopes. Although 
the prospects above never were brighter, j et 
it should be remembered that prospects will 
not feed and keep men until the summer sea- 
son is sufficiently aovatieed to get more pro^ 
visions into the mines. Let us have no more 
of Ihe wild rushes of last year, which sub- 
sequently led to such disastrous results to 
hundreds of individuals who would otherwise 
have done well at the mines. 

Lamb Freight. — Tuu steamer Enterprise 
had about 120 tons of freight on board yes- 
terday for New Westminster. This is the 
strongest evidence of Ihe advent of the min- 
ing season having arrived. 

Arrival from tue Sound, — The steamer 
Eliza Anderson arrived hero yesterday morn- 
ing, with a very largo number of passengers 
on board from the Sound. Many of them 
were miners, bound for Cariboo. 



Gloomy Prospects. — The Ocerland Press 
draws the following gloomy picture of the fu- 
ture prospects of Olympia, arising out of the 
circulation of greenbacks : 

" No very serious inconvenience has yet 
fallen upon the people of I h is Territory from 
ihe depreciated legal tender notes; but if re- 
port be true, innumerable privations aro at 
hand. There is scarcely a hope that the con- 
tract for carrying the Sound mail will be ful- 
filled at the price at which it is let, especially 
if the service is to bo paid f. ■ r in greenbacks. 
It i3 also rumoied that tho overland mail con- 
tractor will throw up his contract, for the 
same cause, on the first of next month. 
Greenbacks aro worth but little more than 
half their face, and some of the merchants 
and traders are beginning to refuse them al- 
together. When we have no mails wo will 
be an isolated community indeed, and if he 
we aro to have no mouey that will buy grub 
and clothing, we may as well close our shops 
an i stores, anil turn out patriotically to dig- 
ging clams for a living. 



Chamber ok Commerce,— At a meeting 
of Ibis association held yesterday alternoon, 
u communication from the Governor, enclos- 
ing estimates of tho cost of a gold escort, was 
read.

Account of a Large Jowiah Colony in 
China. 



From tho Jewish " Record. ,: ] 

Many theologians and historians, both 
Jewish and Gentile, have advanced theories 
relative to the position of tho various lost 
tribes. Every few years discovers some 
hitherto unknown community of Israelites in 
somo foreign part of the earth. But the uost 
curious account that we have heard for some 
time was recently related to us by a Jowish 
officer in tho British Navy; It is us follows : 

Al the breaking out of Ihe English war 
with China, ho received his commission as 
lieutenant, and went to the seat of war, and 
served under Commander Rollins. Our friend 
was assigned command of n vessel carrying 
three guns, for the purpose of penetrating 
tile rivers and streams of Iho interior, and 
prevent anyhostile assemblages, lie seldom 
advanced further than 5 or (j miles fiom the 
principal rendezvous ; but, on one occasion, 
tired of cruising about iho same places so 
often und meeting no opposition, ho pro- 
ceeded 10 miles up the river, and still found 
no hindrance. Ho sailed on till he had ad- 
vanced 30 miles into Ihe interior of tho coun- 
try, passing several cities and villages, but 
seeing no fortifications; and net being mo- 
lested in any way. 

Ho was about to retrace his course, when 
looking ahead, he thought ihul there ap- 
peared something in the distance resembling 
lor/'lieutions. He determined to ascertain 
I hut Mure of the place, and headed tho ship 
I'er'.'t. When he approached, he was sur- 
prisV-v by seeing multitudes of Chinese junks 
and other small boats approach tho vessel. 
He ordered the docks cleared i'or action in 
case ol a light. As the enemy approached 
nearer the ship, they let By a cloud ol weapons 
and stones, which, however, did no injury. 
The lieutenant, thinking to scatter them, had 
one ot his guns loaded with grapeshot and 
poured it into them where the ciowd appeared 
thickest. It must have done considerable 
execution, (or now they raised a yell. They 
attempted to climb up the sides, bill were 
met on every side by tho sailors. Now the 
light began in real earnest. Willi their guns 
employed, it was us much 09 the Britishers 
could do to keep the natives Irom gaining a 
foothold on board ihe vessel. Tho Chinese 
fought, desperately ; their leader, a tall mus- 
cular- looking man, wielding a long, straight 
sword, by his presence seemed to inspire them 
with increased bravery. Seeing this, an at- 
tempt was made to capture him. He had 
effected a footing on board for himself, and a 
few followers moru were swarming up. A 
shot through the bottom of his canoe cuts oli' 
his retreat, and Ihcro is no hope lor them but 
lighting till more come to llieir relief. After 
a struggle the capture ol the chief is effected, 
and all the belligerents cense lighting. 

Tho British vessel attempted to make ils 
way out id ihe river ; hut the natives as soon 
as they perceived this, raised such a yell us 
was ribvcr heard before, arid the chief, extend 
ing his bands, addressed his captors which 
did not resemble the Chinese in any respept. 
The lieutenant was astounded at recognizing 
the familiar tones of the Hebrew language. 
Thanks to his parents, ia his youth lie had 
received a good Hebrew education, and was 
able lo carry on a conversation in the Hebrew 
language with Ihe chief, who told liim that if 
he would give him up bu would promise that 
they wouid not be molested, but permitted a 
free ogress, and also, if he desired, he would 
show him his city. The officer accepted the 
proposition, and accompanied by him as a 
safeguard, and also a body of men from the 
ship, they visited the town. It. was an im- 
mense city surrounded on all sides by walls 
and (ortificalious, and contained over one 
million uf inhabitants, all Jews. In no other 
part of the Chinese empire are there any 
Jews. Hero they aro allowed every privi- 
lege. They can cany their produce to olher 
cities and trade with them, but they are not 
ullowed to emigrate. They have their own 
laws, nnd their chief oflicer is a Jewish 
Rabbi, who, with twonly others, enact laws, 
decide disputes, and dull out justice lo the 
inhabitants of the city. In this tribunal is 
vested the power of life and death, nnd from 
their decision lliorfl is no appeal. They keep 
a standing army of Hie young men of the 
place in order to protect their city. Their 
laws command ihe observance of the Jewish 
religion ; but their rites and ceremonies dill'cr 
from ours in many respects. They observe 
the Sabbath on what is to us Thursday, but 
still they call it the Seventh day. 

Their synagogues are the most beautiful 
buildings thai are to be seen in tho enipir9. 
They are all built in one style, which resem- 
bles a mixture ol tlui Gothic and Corinthian, 
and arc ornamented by beautiful pagodas. 
Each synagogue is capable of holding over 
2.000 worshippers, nnd generally consists of 
a larye hall, wi ll an arched roof all of 
stained glass, which presents a beautiful ap- 
pearance. The roof is supported by pillars 
of variegated marble, ornamented by fine 
porcelain cornices. On all the pillars are 
hangings of line silk and damask. The build- 
ing is illuminated by handsome caodelabras, 
holding long thin tapers of the whitest wax 
The holy ark is a beautiful structure in itself, 
and is approached by nine steps of the 
whitest marble. On opening Ihe doors and 
drawing the curtain, the whole building is 
flooded by the light which issues forth. In 
every available spot inside the ark candles 
are placed, which are kept burning continu- 
ally, but still are not Been. The effect, as 
may be imagined, is beautiful. In each bouse 
of worship are three " saphorim," which are 
written on pure white vtllum. These are 
handled with the greatest cure, and only by 
the priest himself. Women are not allowed 
to enter Ihe synagogues, except on holidays 
and days of festivity. In the aggregate, llieir 
rules are in strict nccordanoe with our relig- 
ion, and are sensible in themselves. The 
military leader who had been taken prisoner, 
together with the priests, spared no pains to 
make themselves understood, explaining 
everything which they thought would prove 
interesting. 

Tho party spent, about six hours examining 
the place nnd then returned lo Ihe ship, laden 
with presents, and what lo thorn were curios- 
ities, The officer has still in his possession 
several cabinets, not over lour feet square, 
which contain over three hundred drawers 
and secret places, The most interesting cu- 
riosity which he received was a prayer-book, 
written in Caklnic on vollum. Several little 
articles yet remain in his possession, which 
are highly treasured by him. Thus a commu- 
nity of Israelites exist in Oriental China 
never before heard of, yet consisting of over 
one million souls, speaking the original sacred 
tongue, keeping their own laws and possess- 
ing documents which record events in their 
history thousands uf years ago.

While I feel that I 
have no especial ch.inis to public support, I do 
claim, in common with my fellow citlrehs, that 1 
havo embarked my capital, brought my family, 
and expended somo portion of my past energies 
here; nnd that in a new country like this 1 have a 
rie;ht tn i.spire to a position in tho mBngemei.t of 
iu public affairs. 1 do not seek any oliice of 
emolument — I have never done so, nor is sueh my 
aim now.

I am fully alive to the advantages we possess, 
and it is my anxious ih-sire to forward our interests, 
particularly railroad and harbor enterprises; to 
watch nod guard ..gainst corruption and miagov- 
ernmeut; to see that equal rights and cheap ad- 
ministration are preserved; that law costs and law- 
yers are looked after, without permitting to them 
exclusive privileges ur business monopolies; that 
the merchant, tradesman, mechanic nnd artlzal. is
